Now the word education means "to draw out or " to 
develope," and is rightly used for parental tram.ng m the 
formation of physical, mental, and moral character School 
teaching and book learning should never be called education. 
For if we venture to submit a new word to our philologists, 
and one that would at once do away with the existing 
confusion that arises from trying to give two different 
meanings to one word, the word we purpose is “induca- 
tion,” or “a leading in” or “a storing” or “filling” the 
mind with knowledge, a process totally opposed to the 
drawing out or developing of the qualities already there.
